KDA taking 
applications for 2015 
hemp pilot projects 

Kentucky farmers and 
processors interested in par¬ 
ticipating in the 2015 round 
of industrial hemp pilot proj¬ 
ects must apply by Jan. 1, the 
Kentucky Department of Ag¬ 
riculture has announced. 

“The first round of pilot 
projects with the universi¬ 
ties and individual farmers in 
2014 yielded a tremendous 
amount of data about produc¬ 
tion methods, seed varieties, 
harvesting and processing 
techniques, and uses for the 
harvested hemp,” Agricul¬ 
ture Commissioner James 
Comer said. “We’re looking 
to conduct a wide scope of 
pilot projects in 2015. When 
the day comes that commer¬ 
cial hemp production is open 
to all producers and proces¬ 
sors in Kentucky, we want to 
be ready.” 

A physical address of the 
location for the production 
fields to be used to grow, pro¬ 
cess, or store industrial hemp 
must be submitted with the 
application. Applicants are 
asked to provide global po¬ 
sitioning coordinates for the 
property if possible. Appli¬ 
cants who are selected will 
undergo background checks 
and site visits. 

A person with a felony 
drug conviction within 10 
years of submitting an appli¬ 
cation shall not be eligible to 
participate in any pilot proj¬ 
ect. 

The application is avail¬ 
able for download on the de¬ 
partment’s website at www. 
ky agr. com/hemp. Applica¬ 
tions may be completed elec¬ 
tronically and submitted to 
doris.hamilton@ky.gov. Ap¬ 
plications also may be print¬ 
ed, filled out, and mailed to 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture, Industrial Hemp 
Program, 111 Corporate 
Drive, Frankfort, KY 40601. 

Applicants may attach a 
business plan or other sup¬ 
porting documents. Applica¬ 
tions expire Dec. 31, 2015.

Federal government 
offers student 
loan forgiveness 
programs 

The federal govern¬ 
ment may forgive all or part 
of your student loans if you 
meet certain requirements. 
The forgiveness options for 
federal student loans, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Au¬ 
thority (KHEAA), include: 

• Teacher loan forgive¬ 
ness. To qualify, you must 
teach at least five full years 
in a low-income school in 
an eligible district. Depend¬ 
ing on your field, you may 
have up to $17,500 in student 
loans forgiven. 

• Public service loan for¬ 
giveness. You must work full 
time in a public service job 
and make 120 monthly pay¬ 
ments to qualify. You also 
have to be working in public 
service when you make the 
120 payments and when you 
apply for loan forgiveness. 
All of your remaining loan 
balance may be forgiven. 

• Nursing loan forgive¬ 
ness. You must be at least a 
registered nurse and agree to 
work two years in a critical 
shortage facility at least 32 
hours per week. If you fulfill 
your agreement, 60 percent 
of your loan balance will be 
forgiven. Another 25 percent 
will be forgiven if you work 
a third year.

One thing to remember 
is that the Internal Revenue 
Service counts the amount 
forgiven as income. You 
should talk with a tax profes¬ 
sional to understand the im¬ 
pact that may have on your 
taxes.

STARING AT SCREENS 
CHANGES TEAR COMPOSITION 


In an effort to isolate the 
causes of eye strain, which is 
one of several major symptoms 
of “dry eye” disease, researchers 
analyzed the tear fluid of office 
workers who spend long periods 
of time peering at computer 
screens. They found that those 
who spent the most time looking 
at their monitors had the least 
amount of the protein (known 
as MUC5AC) that is secreted by 
cells in the upper eyelid to create 
the mucus layer in tears (“tear 
film”) that keeps the eye moist. 
In fact, the workers who spent 
the most time watching their 
computer screens had MUC5AC 
levels that approached the levels 
seen with individuals diagnosed 
with dry eye. Treatment with 
artificial tears can help. 

You may experience dry 
eyes in certain situations, such 
as on an airplane, in an air- 
conditioned room, while riding 



a bike, or after looking at a 
computer screen for a few hours. 
Treatments for dry eyes may 
make you more comfortable.

Reservoir smallmouth bass 
don’t mind the cold fronts 

A look at the surface of 
Lake Cumberland right after 
dawn reveals a big, calm lake. 
Although the old Cumberland 
River now lies under at least 
100 feet of water throughout 
most of the lake, the old river 
is still churning. 

Water quickly finds weak¬ 
ness as anyone with a leaky 
basement can attest. The water 
in that long flooded river chan¬ 
nel wiggled and shimmied 
through the porous rock at the 
base of Wolf Creek Dam for 
decades, necessitating a draw¬ 
down and repair beginning in 
2007 and ended last year. 

During the drawdown, 
saplings, bushes and other veg¬ 
etation sprouted on the former 
lake bottom. This vegetation 
is now submerged, providing 
habitat for young sport fish, 
food for baitfish and ambush 
cover for predator fish such as 
the burgeoning population of 
smallmouth bass in the lake. 

Bruce Johnson, of Rich¬ 
mond, grew up fishing and 
exploring Lake Cumberland 
from the back of his grand¬ 
father’s farm along the West 
Fork of Indian Creek. Last Sat¬ 
urday near Conley Bottom, he 
caught a 22-inch smallmouth 
bass, his largest ever. 

“We were fishing live 
shiners on the bottom on a 
gently sloping bank with cov¬ 
er,” Johnson said. “The bank 
had saplings on it from when 
the lake was down. The fish 
was really fat, it had gorged on 
shad.” 

John Williams, southeast¬ 
ern fishery district biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources, 
said the lake now holds more 
smallmouths longer than 20 
inches, the minimum length to 
qualify in Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s Trophy Fish Pro¬ 
gram. 

“The drawdown put the 
smallmouths in close approxi¬ 
mation with the baitfish,” Wil¬ 
liams explained. “They are 


in excellent condition now. I 
predict a boom for all black 
bass in the next few years in 
the lake.” 

Fall, winter and early 
spring are the best times to fish 
Lake Cumberland or any of 
Kentucky’s other world class 
smallmouth lakes such as Lau¬ 
rel River Lake and Dale Hol¬ 
low Lake. Some of the largest 
specimens in the world swim 
in these lakes. 

Although Dale Hollow 
is one of the crown jewels of 
the smallmouth world, Wil¬ 
liams said he would choose 
Laurel River Lake for small¬ 
mouth larger than 6 pounds. 
“We hear increasing reports 
of smallmouths in the 7-pound 
range coming from Laurel,” 
he said. “It seems to improve 
each year.” 

Sloping banks, like the 
one that produced Johnson’s 
fish, are the places to fish now 
with water temperatures on 
these lakes hovering around 
60 degrees. Live alewives, 
shad or shiners bottom fished 
on a slip sinker rig with a 1/0 
circle hook work well. Shiners 
rigged through the nose on a 
size 1 octopus style hook and 
cast onto these banks produces 


many fish. Place two BB-sized 
split shots about 18 inches 
above the hook. 

Circle hooks are fine for 
still fishing, but for casting 
live bait, the octopus style 
hook works much better. 

Long sloping points also 
hold big smallmouth bass in 
fall and winter on these lakes. 
Trophy smallmouth suspend 
over these points, waiting for 
schools of shad or alewives to 
cruise by and provide dinner. A 
3-inch pearl Slider grub fished 
hook exposed on a %-ounce 
ball head is deadly in this situ¬ 
ation. Start fishing well off the 
point and count the lure down 
in the water column. Points 
formed by a creek or the old 
river channel are best. 

Retrieve the lure with a 
slow and steady cadence until 
you feel little pecks and nips 
from small fish. Count the 
lure down a little deeper and 
retrieve in the same manner. 
Eventually, you will hit the 
zone of actively feeding small¬ 
mouths. 

This method produces 
large smallmouths in late fall 
and early winter. You can re¬ 
peat this pattern throughout 
the lake on similar points. 


On Laurel River Lake, the 
sloping banks and extended 
points around Hightop Boat 
Ramp in the Laurel River arm 
of the lake, in the lower sec¬ 
tions of Spruce Creek and the 
long points near the dam are 
all excellent places to try. 

Williams and crew sam¬ 
pled some nice smallmouths 
in the Illwill Creek arm of 
Dale Hollow Lake recently. 
The sloping banks and points 
in lower sections of Illwill 
and the Wolf Creek arm hold 
smallmouth bass as do the 
channel points near Phillips 
Bottom. 

Any sloping bank or ex¬ 
tended point on Lake Cum¬ 
berland from Fishing Creek to 
the dam produces smallmouth 
bass in late fall. 

Fishtrap Lake in Pike 
County is a sleeper small¬ 
mouth bass lake with an im¬ 
proving population of fish up 
to 22 inches. The lake under¬ 
goes a severe drawdown in 
fall, making the lower section 
of the lake from Hurricane 
Creek down to the dam the 
best section to fish during the 
cold months. 


Don’t hide from 
your bills 

If you are having trouble 
paying a bill, contact the 
company immediately to 
work out a payment plan. 
Whatever you do, do not ig¬ 
nore letters and calls from 
your creditors, according to 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

It is best to explain ev¬ 
erything in a letter so you 
have a written record. Before 
writing the letter look at your 
finances to come up with a 
payment amount you can 
handle. That lets your credi¬ 
tor know you still plan to pay 
what you owe and will pay as 
much as possible during your 
financial crunch. 

Most companies will 
work with you if you are 
up front about your difficul¬ 
ties. Ask if your creditor will 
waive any penalties and will 
extend your payment period 
if you are temporarily in a 
tight money situation.

He holds a bache¬ 
lor’s degree in food resource 
economics from the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida.

Tolle, who currently 
resides in Maysville, joins 
Kentucky Farm Bureau 
and accepts the role as As¬ 
sistant Director of Agricul¬ 
tural Education, Women and 
Young Farmer programs af¬ 
ter serving two years as an 
agriculture assistant at Ma¬ 
son County High School. 
His appointment is effective

will assist with coordinat¬ 
ing activities for Farm Bu¬ 
reau’s statewide agricultural 
education, Women’s and 
Young Farmer programs.

“Kentucky Farm Bu¬ 
reau has enjoyed many great 
successes in its agricultural 
education efforts, women’s 
activities and young farmer 
programs over the years, 
and, from my perspective, 
our results rank second to 
none,” said Beck.

Kentucky Farm Bureau sets priority 
issues for 2015 legislative session 


With state road fund 
revenue expected to decline 
markedly in 2015, Kentucky 
Farm Bureau (KFB) is plac¬ 
ing a priority on working 
with the General Assembly 
to ensure adequate funding 
is available to maintain rural 
roads. 

KFB concluded its 95th 
annual meeting today with 
its board of directors ap¬ 
proving condensed lists of 
priority issues for 2015. The 
organization’s delegates ad¬ 
opted policy positions at its 
business session on Friday. 

Most of KFB’s chief con¬ 
cerns are ongoing, including 
maintaining funding for the 
state’s agricultural develop¬ 
ment initiative and oppos¬ 
ing any attempt to freeze the 
state real property tax rate. 
But those and other key is¬ 
sues for the farm group are 
not expected to surface in the 
upcoming 30-day “off-year” 
legislative session. 

KFB, however, is highly 
concerned about the rural 
road fund because of a fore¬ 
cast of a more than $129 mil¬ 
lion reduction in revenues 
next year as a result of lower 
gas prices. 

“The safe and timely 
transportation of our farm 
commodities is important to 
our farm economy and ru¬ 
ral communities,” said KFB 
President Mark Haney. “It is 
vital that the state has suffi¬ 
cient resources to maintain 
our roads and bridges.” 

KFB has longstanding 
policy supporting the 22.2 
percent allocation of state 
gasoline tax revenue for rural 
roads. The annual amount of 
road fund revenue generated 
by the state gas tax is de¬ 
termined by a variable rate, 
which currently is declining. 

U.S. Senator Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell also expressed con¬ 
cern about Kentucky’s infra¬ 
structure during his keynote 
remarks at the closing busi¬ 
ness session. The forthcom¬ 


ing Senate Majority Deader 
noted how declining fuel 
tax revenues were impacting 
budgets for new or improved 
roads. He mentioned “a de¬ 
caying infrastructure” among 
a lengthy list of issues that 
Congress needs to address. 

Haney, a Pulaski County 
farmer who was re-elected 
to the president’s position 
Saturday, said KFB wants 
to work with state lawmak¬ 
ers on a policy to bring more 
stability to the road fund rev¬ 
enues. 

Among KFB’s national 
“priority” issues is changing 
the guidelines under which 
farmers can combat the pre¬ 
dation of livestock by black 
vultures. In recent months 
there have been widespread 
reports of the vultures killing 
calves and cows. The black 
vulture is protected under the 
federal Migratory Bird Act, 
meaning that farmers need to 
obtain special permits from 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service to kill the predators. 
Wildlife damage to crops 
and livestock, in fact, has 
surfaced in recent years as 
a big problem for Kentucky 
farmers. 

Speaking at KFB’s 
Public Affairs Breakfast on 
Saturday, Second District 
Congressman Brett Guthrie 
acknowledged the problem 
and vowed to help the orga¬ 
nization resolve the problem 
through federal policy. 

Kentucky Farm Bureau, 
with more than 465,000 
member families statewide, 
is the state’s largest general 
farm organization. Nearly 
1,900 members attended 
KFB’s 95th annual meeting 
in Fouisville, December 3-6, 
to recognize this year’s in¬ 
dividual and organizational 
achievements and adopt pol¬ 
icy for 2015.

Holiday Tree Safety Tips 

Afire on any day seems 
bad, but a fire at the Holi¬ 
day season seems to be 
the worst. Some 300 trees 
caught fire in one recent 
year, with electrical prob¬ 
lems the most common 
culprit. Here’s how to keep 
your tree green and your 
presents safe. 

1. When you buy your 
tree, have the vendor make 
a fresh cut an inch from the 
trunk bottom; this will help 
the tree absorb water. 

2. If you buy your tree 
early and keep it outside, 
store it away from wind and 
sun, and keep the trunk bot¬ 
tom in a bucket of water. 

3. Make sure your 
lights are safe. If you need 
outdoor lights, make sure 
the ones you buy are meant 
for outdoor use. Make sure 
your lights carry certifica¬ 
tion from a testing labora¬ 
tory. 

4. Do not use electric 
lights on a metal tree. 

5. Discard any strings 
of lights that are frayed or 
broken. Holiday lights are 
cheap. 

6. Unplug your tree be¬ 
fore you leave or go to bed. 

7. Do not buy a tree 
that is dry and dropping 


needles. To check for fresh¬ 
ness, loosely grip the end of 
a branch and pull your hand 
over it. Only a few needles 
should fall off. 

8. Make sure your tree 
stand holds plenty of water, 
and do not let it run out. 

9. If your tree seems 
wobbly, center it in the stand 
more securely and redo the 
bolts or screws. If your tree 
stand is cheap, buy a larger, 
stronger one. 

10. If you buy an arti¬ 
ficial tree, make sure it is 
fire-retardant. 

11. Keep your tree at 
least three feet from furnac¬ 
es, radiators and fireplaces. 

12. Try to position the 
tree near an outlet so that 
cords are not running long 
distances. Do not place the 
tree where it may block ex¬ 
its. 

13. When the holidays 
are over or when the tree 
starts to drop needles, dis¬ 
pose of it. Do not leave it in 
your house or put it in your 
garage. 

14. Keep a close eye on 
small children when they 
are around the tree; many 
small decorations and orna¬ 
ments are sharp, breakable 
and can be swallowed.
